England.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

LONDON, January 26, 2 p. m.—The House 
of Commons Was still sitting at 1 this after- 
non. The discussion was practically confined 
to the Trish members who are repeatedly call- 
edtoorder. The debate is good humored, 
however. The Deputy Speaker has relieved 
the Speaker. Gladstone re-entered the House 
ut 10:20 this morning, and was loudly cheered. 

The Chief Secretary for Ireland has been ab- 


sent four hours during the night. The Con- 
servative leaders are working by _ relays. 


Gladstone about 1 p. m. deelared that he 
cannot accept a compromise, but ifa vote be 
now taken upon the muin question the ad- 
journed debate on Forster’s bill could be re- 
sumed to-morrow, to-day’s sitting having 
virtually gone. 

Kepeated motions for adjournment moved 
by Home Rulers are successfully resisted by 
the Government, with the assistance of the 
Conservatives, Which early in the morning 


was promised by Sir Stafford Northcote, 
tne Conservative leader amid loud cheers 


from both sides. Parnell arrived in the House 
shortly after ten this morning, and was en- 
thusiastically received by his supporters. 

The speeches of the Irish members were 
mostly rambling and uninteresting. Daw- 
son, (Liberal) member for Carlow Burrough, 
said Forster Was seeking to impose laws 
against which the country would rise en 
masse. Gladstone’s speech, in which he de- 
clared he could not accept a compromise, Was 
in reply to a suggestion of Parnell 
that a division might now be 
| taken. If the Government would 

agree to postpone the debate on Forster“, 
bills until Thursday, Sir Stafford Northcote 
intimated the readiness of the Conservatives 
10 continue the session if necessary. ‘The 
louse divided at 2 p. m. and Gladstone’s- mo- 


tion to give precedence to Forster’s protec- 
tion bills, Was carried: 21 to35. The House

Maj. Brotherton, but became alarmed at the 
presence of troops at Poplar Creek agency and 
feared that he was going to be dealt with 
treacherou-lyv; that he knew these troops were 
from Fort Keogh, and he had fought them so 
often that he dared not again trust himself or 
his people in their hands; that he is willing to 
start for Fort Buford any time.

THE GUNDAKER SUIT. 


A Political Gathering in the Courts--- 
The Case on Trial.

Jury Empanelled---Seenes in the Court 
Room. 


It was announced that the long talked-of 
case of Gundaker against Cabell would be 
called at 11 o’clock to-day, and the announce- 
ment filled Judge Hlorner’s Court-room to ov- 
erflowing Jong before the hour specified. 
Most of the audience were rather hard look- 
ing parties, all of them thorough-looking 


bummer-politicians with pendulous up- 
per, lips und unshaven, beefy 
jaws. They evidently had 


come to stay all day, and the spectators seats 
were chuck full of as sluggish a looking crowd 
of men as one would see in a long days walk. 
The body of the court-room was taken up 
With politicians also, all of them talking to- 
gether in excited Knots, discussing the mooted 
point whether the case Was coming to a trial 
or not. A rumor was afloat that a compro- 
mise had been effected and that 
the suit would be withdrawn. Mr. 
McKeog, the plantiff’s uttorney, 
assured u PostT-DISPATCH reporter that the 
case Was to goon. Among those who were 
present a reporter noticed Col. J. L. D. Mor-

Here 
began a long wrangle about the plaintiff's ab- 
sence, Which wasexplained by Mr. II. R. Taylor 
on the ground that he was dangerously sick 
With rheumatisin. It was finally settled that 
un attachment should issue for therplaintiff 
and the Sheriff proceeded to calf a jury. The 
queer fact here Was made evident that a large 
percentage of the jury had never heard of ei- 
ther Gundaker or Cabell. As man after man 
unnounced his utter ignorance of the exist- 
ence of either Gundaker.or Cabel or 
any other Of the efendants it was 
queer to notice the puzzled and 
even injured expression Which 
spread itself over the defendant’s face, as who 
should say What, after all, is fame.“

FREEZING TO DEATH. 


The Sensations That a Man Feels When 
He Dies of Cold. 
From the Leadville Chronicte. 

The readers of the Chronicle will remember 
that nearly a month ago a a man was found in 
un unconscious condition in a little cabin in 
California guich. He was at first though 
dead, but those who lifted him up found that 
he wus still alive, but almost frozen. In this 
condition he was taken tothe Sisters’ Hospital, 
where it was found necessary, to save his life, 
to amputate the left foot at the ankle and the 
toe of the right. He stood the operation 
— and in 4 of u great nervous and 


physical prostration he rallied and was dis- 
charged a few days ago to battle on crutches 


with the wide, wide world—an uneven war- 
fare, indeed. While he still lay at the hospital a 
Chronicle reporter on his rounds one day hap- 
pened into the building and ultimately found 
himself at the bedside of the man who had so 
narrowly escaped a frozen death. The suf- 
ferer was a quick, intelligent young man, and 
seemed glad to enter into a conversation. In 
the course of this he narrated in a graphic 
way his experience in the lonely cabin. In 
substance he said: I was three miles up the 
gulch the afternoon before, looking after some 
prospect{holes I had up there, and didn’t start 
for home until quite late. I had no more than 
started when the snow began to fall, and in 
fifteen minutes the storm was in full fury. I 
knew the way well, but the fierceness of the 
storm alarmed me, and the snow fell so thick 
und fast that all landmarks were blotted out, 
und it was utterly impossible to sce more than 
twenty feet before one's face. My 
principal guide had been a trail made by 
the burro’s feet, but the thiek white 
mantle that speedily covered the 
exurth so entirely obscured this that I had no 
earthly means of knowing whether or not I 
was on the right path. After wandering 
blindly on for half an hour I became convine- 
ed that I was not, and, in fact, the extremely 
rough and rocky nature of the path gave me 
warning that I had straved far from the prop- 
er route. Up to this time I had forced per- 
sixtently ahead, but there I stopped, my back 
to the gusty wind, and tried to calmly consid- 
erthe situation. Taking the extreme suppo- 
sition that I had walked in an exactly oppos- 
ite direction trom the right one 1 could not be 
over four miles from home, but in the blind- 
ing storm I had no assurance whether [would 
be right in walking back or forward, right or 
left, but finally at random chose the 
first and continued my journey straight ahead. 
( p to this time I had felt no cold, but when | 
stopped to think the warmth created by my 
netive exertions died away and IT began to feel 

severely the biting air. Besides this the tem- 

perature Was plainly falling lower and even 
my Warm breath began to congeal in brittle 
icicles in my beard and on my scarf, just in 

front of my mouth. Still | walked briskly on, 

but somehow my utmost exertions failed to 
circulate my blood and warm me as it had be- 

fore. ‘Ten minutes later I began to feel stineg- 

ing pains in my feet and hands and the num 

ness that invariably follows extreme cold. It 

was about this time that I noticed my eves 

seemed swollen andthe lids so heavy that I 

und difficulty in opening them. 

When they were closed a constant succes- 
sion of brilliant lights flashed before me and 
presently lights began to appear when they 
were open. In every direction I seemed to 
sce them—green, purple, red, blue and golden 
—until with difficulty I could trace the out 
line of my hand as I held it before my face. If 
I staggered before I reeled blindly now, and 
when I pressed my benumbed fingers to my 
face 1 found it covered with frozen tears. By 
this time the pains in my limbs and fect had 
crown to the most intense agony. The prick- 
ling sensation felt at first Was gone now, and 
in its place a long, steady, keen pain as from 
u great open wound. At one time 1 groped 
muy way to a little sheltered place beneath 
some rocks and pulled my mittens off in a 
vain attempt to warm my hands by friction. 
The flesh was perfectly livid and blue in pla- 
ces, a8 if it had already begun to decompose. 
The nails were deep blue and quantities of 
blood seemed to have settled directly be- 
neath them. Finding it impossible to create 
uny Warmth, I rose to my fect and walked on, 
resolving to dic, if die l must, ina desperate 
strugyle. 

The prismatic colors had now faded before 
my eves to long parallel bars that scemed to 
stretch from the horizon. As 1 walked fast- 
er noted, too, with joy that the pain in my 
feet Was not nearly so intense as before. at- 
itvibuted this to the rapid circulation of the 
blood, but was sadlv deceived, for when! 
stooped down and touched my foot it respond- 
ed no more to the fingers than a Mock of 
marble. It was practically dead. Up to this 
lime my mental sufferings had equaled my 
physical, but with my stiffening body my 
mind seemedto grow dull and = torpid, too. 
’resently [ felt no more pain and a beavy and 
drowsy sensation substituted itself, This crew 
stronger and 1 felt as though it would he 
heaven itselfto sink down into one of the 
snowdrifts and co to sleep. A most delicious 
sense of lassitnude and tired case began to 
creep over me and it seemed as if the warm 
breath of summer were playing in my face. | 
knew dimly and vaguely, as one knows things 
ina dream, that I was freezing to death, but 
had no care or anxiety about it Whatever. My 
outstretched hands struck against something. 
it was the door of a cabin-—my own, although 
i did not know it—and, falling in, I rolled up- 
on the floor. 

The next thing Lremember was a sense of 
awful pain, and, opening my eves, T could see 
people rubbing me with snow, and screamed 
nnd begged them to desist. The pain grew 
keener and more intense, and it seemed as if 
my whole frame was being rasped apart. | 
felt this pain for days, and then they cut off 
my feet. The doctors said that ten short min- 
tites more would have made me a frogen 
corpec.

The Trade in Canaries. 
From the Baltimore Courter. 

The importation of canaries from Germiny 
to this country amounts to nearly 80,000 birds 
every vear. The importation began about the 
vear 1847, and has been steadily increasing 
ever since. Almost without excoption the 
imported canarics now come from the little 
town of Andreasberg. in Hanover, Prussia. 
The town nestics among the Hartz Mountains, 
und most of the men are miners, the mines of 
cobalt, lead, nickel and iron being among the 
best in that part of the country. The women 
of the town, the population of which numbers 
4,000 souls, make almost: as much money as 
the men by breeding canaries. The industry 
sprang up about 150 vears azo, and lias since 
been carried on steadily, certain families hav- 
ing world-wide reputations among bird fan- 


ere for the peculiar excellence of their birds,

A Foreign Artist's Opinion of ie Ton- 
sorial Fraterhity. | 


A French Barber in N. Y. Sun. 

With very few exceptions the barbers of 
New York and of the interior are Germans or 
negroes. It is a surprising fact that you hard- 
ly ever finda native-born American in the 
business. Although nearly all of them put 
on their signs the words Practical Hair Cut- 
ter,” or “Tonsorial Artist,“ it is precisely in 
hair cutting and trimming of the beard that. 
they leave the most to be desired. Theyslash 
away without any regard tothe physiognomy 
of their customer or the kind of hair he has. 
The result is they cannot dress the hair with- 
out the aid of grease or cosmetic; and that is 
the reason why so many Americans become 
bald so early in life. This disregard of nature 
is all wrong and inartistic; nothing is so beau- 
tiful as nature. 

In support of this proposition I need refer 
only to two well-known persons who have 
given-their names to two equally well-known 
styles of hair-dressing. M. Capoul, the 
famous tenor, and M. Bressant of t Theatre 
Francais, of wholly distinct types of face and 
hair, emerge from the hair dresser’s equally 
elegant and distinguished. Capoul parts his 
hair in the middle and wears two elegantly 
shaped little curis on his forehead. Bressant 
wears his straight haircut short and lightly 
waved with the curling iron. The New York 
barbers have tried to import the core a la 
Capoul, and wretched work they’ve made of 
it. I often see at the theater elegantly dressed 
gentlemen with two frightful curls, greasy 
and glistening that cover half the forehead 
and inake them look like Bowery boys. The 
coiffure a la Bressant has not been caricatured 
here for the reason thatthe German and 
negro barbers are Wholly ignorant of the use 
of the curling iron. 

Of late many New York barbers have intro- 
duced into their shops a machine for hair 
cutting something like that which is used for 
clipping horses. What can be uglier than a 
head thus maltreated? The only compensa- 
tion, if it is a compensation, is that it makes 
the ears seem larger than they are in faet. I 
fancy that the machine would not have com- 
mended itself to the favor of Midas, King of 
Phrygia. Nature didn’t put hair on our heads 
for us to mow it off in this way. Do you sup- 
pose that Beau Brummeland Count d'Orsay 
would have achieved their reputation as 
moulds of fashion and glasses of form if they 
had had their hair cut by machinery? 

It is a very rare thing to sce a well-dressed 
heard in New York. To be sure, this is a 
much more difficult branch of the art than 
hair-cutting. The late Duc de Grammont- 
Cuaderousse, one of the most elegant members 
of the Paris Jockey Club, said one day that an 
ill-dressed beard was the most terrible eatas- 
trophe that could happen to a man of taste. 
He was consistent, too: he never rose from 
the chair, if his beard had been dressed to his 
satisfaction, without viving the operator a 
louis for himself. Here in New York, no mat- 
ter What sort of a beard a man has, the bar- 
ber’s only idea is to shortenit. The result is 
that a man often gets out of the chair looking 
worse than when he sat down. 

Indeed, I have often asked myself, in watch- 
ing these clumsy ignoramtses, how thev would 
have made out if thev had been called upon to 
dress the beard of Clodion, surnamed Long- 
beard, who, if we can trust the legend, had to 
put his whiskers in an umbrella case in order 
not to step on them. 

Another cause of the inferioritv of Ameri- 
can barbers is, that often the proprietor of 
the shop is not a member of the profession. 
Sometimes he is an ex-butcher or beer seller, 
who has taken up barbering because he 
thought he saw more money it. Of course he 
cannot tell whether the men he employs are 
artists or blacksmiths. Now, in Paris the 
proprictor is always a thorough artist, and 
his men have to do their work properly, and, 
above all, promptly. Being one day in the es- 
tablishment of Lespes, the famous hair dress- 
er of the Paris journalists, who a few vears 
avo Was made a Chevalier of the order of 
(‘brist of Portugal, [saw come in Paul de St. 
Victor, the eminent dramatic -eritie, who as 
ail the world huews is the baldest of the bald. 
Ile has onlv a few stragvling hairs around his 
ears and on his neck. want vou te cut my 
hair.” hesaid to Lespes. Very well,’’. said 
the barber, “sit down.”’ M. St. Victor sat 
down. Suddenly he became conscious that 
he had his hat on, and lifted his hand to re- 
move it. No need of that, M. St. Victor,“ 
suid the barber. Jean cut vour hair just as 
well as vou are., Andthe hat didn’t come 
off. 

if New York is ever to have good hairdress- 
ers, the New Yorkers who love elegance must 
themselves take in hand the education of the 
barbers, or else must import hairdressers 
from Paris. Two hundred vears ago France 
sent missionaries to this country to catechize 
the Indians. Why should she not to-day send 
hairdressers to carry On the work of civiliza- 
tion? If that ever comes to pass, the European 
painters and actors, when they have to depict 
an American, will not give him, as they in- 
variably do now, ramrod hair and the beard 
of a dervish. 

In all the expitalsjof Europe, the aristocracy 
—that is to sav, all who belong to what we 

call the beau-monde—emplov French hair— 
dressers, a fact which speaks for itself. When 
the Prince of Wales was in New York in 1859, 
he had his hair dressed by one of my compa- 
triots.

New England Divorces. 
Boston Special to Chicage Times. 

The subject of reforming the divorce law is - 
attracting a great amount of attention in New 
England, particularly in this State, and at the 
close of the Monday lecture to-daya New 
England Divorce Reform Association was 
formed. The lecture afforded a very startling 
view of the prevalence of licentious crime in 
New England at the present day, and abound- 
ed in appalling statistics of the divorce courts, 
Rev. Samuel W. Dike. of Rutland, VI., wax 
the lecturer. He said divorcee Was a New 
England idea, indigenous, apparently te the 
soll of Connectient. Unrighteous. divaree at- 
tucks the great principles of marriage, the 
laws of chastiity, and the bringing into the 
world of pure life. The lecturer reviewed the 
early history of divorce legislation in Connee- 
tit. Massachusetts began copying 
shameful precedent there established at about 
the time a reform was there inaugurated. in 
18y0 there were lu this State two letzul cauves 


. 
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four, in 1878, and the increase still goes on. 
During the year 1878 there were granted 2,- 
072 divorces in New England, a larger ration 
in proportion to the population than in France 
before the revolution. Statistica were quoted 
to show thatitis the native born American 
element which generally avails itself of the 
divorce laws, and that those western 
countries which were settled from New 


England, such as the western reserve, 
are amon the worst in the whole 
country. In Chicago, the city having the 
worst population in this respect, the of 

titions filed has been one to ninety-four. 

ne-fifth of these have been denied, leaving 
the ratio of absolute divorce to marriages to 


twelve, which is better than the record of 
Hartford or New Haven. In Boston only one- 
fourth of the divorees granted are for 
adultery, the greater majority being for deser- 
tion and severity. During the twenty years 
ending in 1879 there was a gain of 50 per cent. 
in the population of New England and an in- 
crease of only 11 percent in the number of 
marrigges. In Suffolk county there were dur- 
ing the past five years, only two-fifths as 
many convictions for keeping houses of. ill- 
fame os during the previous tive, while the 
general increase of crime has been in twenty 
years but 20 per cent. Crimes of a licentious 
nature have increased 174 per cent. The very 
eautious compiler of the last census reports 
the number of professional prostitutes in Bos- 
ton to be 1,770, and the general increasein 
licentious crimes has been as greatin Berkshire, 
Franklyn, Plymouth, and other counties, as 
in Suffolk and Middlesex. The number of 
children born out of wedlock has increased 
from 8 in 1,000 twenty years ago to 17 in 1,900. 
Yet England has improved in this respect as 
fast as we have retrograded. 

The size of New England families decreased 
from 4.69 in 1865 to 4.6 in 1875, and the mar- 
ringe and birth rate has fallen from a higher 
than any in Europe to almost the lowest of 
civilized nations. If the present decrease 
should continue, at even a less rate, the New 
Englander will disappear from the face of the 
earth in less time — has elapsed since the 
landing of the pilgrims at Plymouth rock.

How the Diamond Thieves Manage to 
Pluck the Gaudy Jewelers.

It is an old story, repeated millions of times 
since the world was young, that fine feathers 
make fine birds, and that human gullibility is 
boundless as the ocean. Have good clothes 
on your back and, above all, wear a new and 
irreproachable hat, and you can get whatever 
credit you may want anywhere, if you give 
your orders with a high-sounding name and a 
fashionable address. Nine, at out of 
every ten tradesmen in Paris are Republicans, 
and yet their servility to titles unal- 
tered. It never enters into the swindler’s 
brain to call himself a Deputy, a chosen ves- 
sel of the peoples the elect of universal suf- 
frage; if he did, he might—but 
it is impossible to argue, as 
ment has not 
if the Artful Dodger assumes a false name, he 
has selected it from the Almanack de Gotha, 
and, evenin this democratic age, the tempta- 
tion to become a purveyor to aristocracy is too 
strong to be resisted, and the bait is swallow- 
ed. Nowand then the illustrious customer 
comes in the shape of a French nobleman, 
more often as an Italian Prince, still more 
frequently as a Magyar—no one can estimate 
the immense prestige still possessed by the 
Magyars among jewelers.

the calling by further studies, though he pu“ 
lished nothing, general literature appealine 
to him more and more. After hesitating s0\ - 
eral years between architecture and author- 
ship, and steadily inclining to the latter, le 
put forward when he was thirty-one, his first 
novel, It was as much censured as praised, 
but he was, naturally, so influenced by the 
praise that he determined definitely upon hi- 
vocation. The year following he put forth a 
rural story, “Under the Greenwood ‘Trec,” 
and, within a twelve-month appeared “A.Pair 
of Blue Eyes,“ both of them being well re- 
ceived. It was not, however, until he had 
produced, six vears ago; “Far From the Mid- 


ding Crowd,” that his reputavion 
became national or transatlantic. 
It was published. like its prede- 


cessors, anonymously, and was attributed tu 
various authors—to George Eliot among 


others. Since then he has-occupied a foremos 
b 


place among the English writers of fiction. 
though he has not equaled that effort by any 
subsequent work Hardy is the reverse of « 
sensationalist. His scenes and characters an. 
quiet, butzclosely and skilfully drawn. It i- 
evident that he has observed carefully, and he 
is generally considered truthful to life and 
nature. Persons that like high-colored. 
sharply-contrasted melodramatic plots and 
situations do not enjoy Hardy, who is very 
dull to them. Charles Reade ranks himself, 
as may be inferred, as the greatest of English 
novelists, and did so long before the death o 
Thackeray, Dickens or George Eliot. Hecan- 
not understand, it is said, how Hardy has 
gained so much fame. It would be difficu!! 
for him to understand how anybody not named 
Charles Reade should win any renown, 
supreme egotist that he is to the core of hi 
being.

SKALA’S VOW.

Devoting His Property to the Noble 
Purpose of Keeping Drunk. 
Cedar Rapids (la.) Dispatch to X. V. Sun. 

The wires recently announced the death 9. 
John Skala in this place under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. He emigrated from Bohemia in 
1864 and settled in Rapids township, Linn 
county, Iowa. His family consisted of his wife, 
one daughter and four sons. He secured « 
farm, and, accumulating considerable proper- 
tv, lived happily until two vears ago, when 
Mrs. Skala died. His farm, a large and valu- 
able one, Was then under a high state of cu 
tivation and unencumbered. During all the 
vears from 1864 to 1878 Skala was a haridwork- 
ing, honest, intelligent man, quiet in demeau- 
or, very temperate in his habits and an exem- 
plary citizen. His home life was especially 
pleasant. When his wife died he been mo- 
rose and despondent, neglected his work and 
appeared to take little interest in his children 
or his home. His melancholw increased «- 
the days went by, and all attempts at arous- 
ing him from his broodings were vain. 

One day Skala disposed of his farm for cash, 
and publicly announced his determination tv 
expend the entire sum for drink and then ki!! 
himself. The farm was occupied by another 
fainily, and the younger children of the un- 
happy man went to live with a relative. Skul» 
then commenced drinking whisky at a furio- 
rate, and adhering strictly to the letter of lis 
vow, kept drunk all the time until last week, 
when he was prostrated with a prolonged and 
terrible attack of delirium tremens, which 
completely unstrung his nervous = system. 
During the two vears of his. debauch Skala 
never permitted himself to approach sobriety. 
Spirits were his sole diet. le was kindly 
eared for by a married daughter throughou! 
the whole time, and, although generally oh— 
livious to his surrceundings-he never henne 
qnarrelsome or vicious. When the lon: 
expected collapse came, sleep deserted him, 
and his sufferings wore pitiful in 
the extreme. <A physician preserived a pow- 


erful remedy, giving directions that unde: 
no circumstances should he be given more 


than a teaspoonful, night and morning. Las! 
Monday evening and Tuesday morning the 
preparation was given as directed. The pa- 
tient quieted some under the intent of the 
drugs, but was still ina frantie condition. He 
made several attempts to scize the bottle, de- 
claring a purpose to take its contents entire, 
and thus make an end of the matter. 

On Tuesday afternoon, While his attendan' 


was in another room, Skala, who Was sup) 
posed to be sleeping, got hold of the bottle. 


placed the neck between his teeth and erush 
ed the glass to atoms, swallowed the conten! - 
of the vial, and fell back. on his bed with a cr 
Which brought his attendant tothe bedsid 
hurriedly. Physicians were speedily sum 
moned, but they could not save him. * 

Of cash Skala left just O, the remnant © 
his once ample fortune. His personel pre} 
erty unmounted fo very little. le commcnecn 
his long debauch with a purpose which secs 
to have been fully woaen plished.

The Coronor is trying to unravel the mys- 
tery of Tuesday night’s tragedy, the case con- 
tinuing to develop interesting features as the 
investigation progresses. 

Shortly after ten o’clock this morning the 
jurors and witnesses were taken to the 
Morgue to be sworn. The prisoner, Thomas 
J. Stull, was taken there in charge of Sergt. 
Schmittgens and Officer Creecy. As they en- 
tered the Morgue he looked about with an air 
of disinterested curiosity, but as soon as his 
vaze fell on the corpse lying half stripped, he 
changed, and continued to look vacantly at it 
for some moments. As the jurors were sworn 


constantly reverting tothe dead man. “Do 
you know the man whose body lies before 
you?’ asked Coroner Frank. The prisoner 
replied, No, Ido not; if he had his clothes 
on maybe I would know him.*’ Ile ventured 
nothing more and with the exeeption of his 
replies to questions at the inquest be said 
nothing further than to ask fora chew of to- 
bacco, 


the negro who tirst discovered the murdered 
man, Was the first witness called. Ile related 
his testimony in a very dramatie style to this 
effect: live at 112 North Eighth street. 
Night before last as T was going home I heard 
some one cry Help me? twice. then found 
the man and went away to hunt for a police- 
man, and Lwalked six bloeks and could not 
find one. At last 1 did tind one. I did not 
touch the dead man at all, and 1 don’t know 
un more about it.“ 


better known as Mollie Cox, was next called. 
and testitied as follows: “Ek recognize the 
prisoner.

THE GAS COMPLICATIONS. 


How the Committee of Taxpayers and 
Consumers is Getting Along. 

The Municipal Assembly Committee and 
the representatives of the gas light companies 
having failed to bring about an adjustment of 
the difficulties between the city and the cor- 
porations, several well-known citizens are 
viving considerable attention tothe matter. 
These gentlemen are not arbitrators by any 
formal appointment, but as large tax-payers, 
and gas constumers are investigating the dif- 
ferences Witha view to recommending a plan 
which shall be put to both sides and beneticial 
to citizens generally. Their attention has been 
given chiefly to the relations between the city 
and the St. Louis Gas Light Company. The latter 
has a claim against the former for about 9900, 
OOO, but its charter has only a limited period 
to run. For anextension of the privileges 
such as will secure reasonable profits to 
stackholders the company is willing to make 
eoncessions. Nevertheless its representatives 
have not been able to make terms with the 
assemblymen. 4 

The citizens who have been looking into the 
somewhat complicated relationship are Silas 
Bent, Henry J. Spaunhorst, Joseph O° Neil, 
Nathan Cole. Henry Kayser, Albert Todd, 
Jacobs. Merrill, A. A. Mellier, J. K. Cum- 
Minges and citizen Fink. Mr. Merrell says that 
the vonmsideration has progressed so far 
that he thinks the committee will be able 
to make puie a report or statement embrae— 
ing the terms of a settlement. Which will be 
fair to both citV and company. The idea will 
be to make the interest of the municipal and 
us corporations mutual in the future. The 
points embraced in the a settlement 
may be stated in a general Way as follows: 

IJ. A material reduction in the price for 
supplving the public lamps. The present terms 
wre S37 per lamp per annum. 

2. A reduction in the price of gas per 1,000 
feet to consumers, 

3. Ascheme by which the company shall 
let a specified anount of the vearly profits go 
toward the Hquidation of the s800,000 claim 
u gainst the city, 

4. The extension of the charter and a di- 
vision of profits between the company and the 
city. sothat the amount will increase tothe 
eity as the business zrows and the mains ex- 
rend.

__. SARAH'S. SUCCESS. 


The French School of Acting and its 
Representative. 


An Analysis of Bernhardt’s Method--How 
Her Effects Are Produced---Her 
Art. Reception. 


Sarah Bernhardt made her second appear- 
ance last evening in“ Le Passant,“ a delicious 
idyl by Francois Coppec,and in Octave Feuil- 
let's drama of “Le Sphinx.’’ Bernhardt’s 
neting grows irresistably on one, and even 
those who discern faults in her method are 
completely vanquished by her splendid and 
artistic work. Bernhardt and her company 
are representatives of the French school of 
the drama which public opinion places at the 
apex of histrionic art. Now what are the 
points and merits of this new method of dram- 
atic impersonation—for new it incontestably is 
to the majority of Americans. As we stated 
yesterday, there is a vital difference between 
the French and American schools of acting. 
The one is purely conversational, the sub- 
limation of realism on the stage; the other is 
rhetorical and declamatory. Ranting, spout- 
ing, exaggerated gesticulation is not tolerated 
in France. The secret of success in an artiste 
lies in the capacity to conceal art. Natural- 
ness is the leading principle. The footlights 
are lost sight of and the drawing-room of real 


life is transplanted with a a of illu- 
sion to the theater. In considering the means 


that Sarah Bernhardt employs to give 
that striking reassemblance to real 
life in her acting, it may 


he premised that in a tragic or classic role we 
have not yet seen her, and whether she ean 
scale the rugged heights of Melpomene and 
depict the grandeur of a soul lost in conflict- 
ing passions, is at present undecided. But in 
the society drama—in the delineation of the 
woman of fashion, her art is perfect. Her 
mastery of detail is something marvellous, 
and while we may not be able to seize upon a 
salient feature, itis the harmony, the artistic 
coloring of the whole which leaves a 
vivid impression on the mind. And how 
does she secure this wonderful power over her 
nudiences’ Firstly and chiefly, the extreme 
naturalness of her methods-——her fidelity to 
nature. For Bernhardt there is no stage, no 
audience. She is apparently unconcerned at 
the numerous glasses leveled at her fragile 
form, and is as much at her case as if in her 
boudeir. Although every effect has been 
studied, her art is so inimitable that every 
motion and gesture seems to come spontane- 
ously from her. Her delivery is thoroughly 
cu noturel—it is conversational from first to 
last. There is no shrieking, no high-pitched 
tones. It is a lady talking to her guests in 
her salon. Even when rage is simulated 
it is that of the fashionable dame. Her 
elocutionary effects are produced within a 
small limit. A sudden modulation of the 
voice: the use of low tones: a slowness in 
delivery in striking contrast with the usual 
rapidity of her utterance; a marked emphasis 
on certain lines, a spasimodic volubility in pas- 
Sonate rage are the main points of her elocu- 
tion. Judging her by the American standard 
there is a pancity of gesticulation in her por- 
trayal. There is no arm swinging, no violent 
exereise of the limbs. Everything is the re- 
lined lady. Bernhardt will engage in a colloquy 


for five or ten minutes without 
action, but her motionless form is telling 


It is animate, and conveys the 
full import of the words. In short, the Bern- 
hardt does not gesticulate. She does nothing 
but what every lad does in her drawing room. 
One marked peculiarity is her success in 
As Punch observed, she is a poseuse 


in its effect.

Style, her hands, her limbs are potent feat- 
ures in arriving at effects. The twitching of 
the fingers, the variety of gait, the nervous 
compression of the palm are all significant. 
But it is always the lady of the world, not the 
actress, and therein lies the perfect realism to 
real life—perfect in detail, perfect in exeen- 
tion, perfect in shading, perfect in coloring. 
Her face is another remarkable adjunct to her 
success. Her expression is nota contraction 
of the facial muscles, no violent contortion of 
the visage. With the aid of her luminous 
eves she gives effect to every shade, every 
phase of passing emotion. It is done so easily, 
so naturally that We are surprised. An el- 
evation of the evebrows, a penetrating glance, 
a compression of the lips will light up her 
countenance With an expression Which cannot 
fail to be understood. ‘These are the methods 
which Bernhardt as the exponent of French 
dramatic art employes, and which she has 
brought to such perfection that the audience 
cease to recognize the actress, but simply be- 
hold a vivid portraiture of real life. The ease, 
the grace, the naturalness, the spontaneity 
ure her charms, und thus she exercises a 
wondrous magnetism upon the audience, who 
map not even comprehend the language in 
which she speaks. 

In Coppee’s idyl, “Le Passant,’”? Miss Bern- 
hardt donned doublet and hose and presented 
herself as a charming youth. Her imitation 
of the troubadour was exquisitely graceful 
and her rendition of Coppee’s verse was the 
most artistic elocutionary work she has done. 
It Was a pleasant poetical episode, and Miss 
Bernhardt was thoroughly — with the 
Provencal romance, so that the illusion 
Was perfect. Le VPassant’’ is a beautiful 
sketch, and it was interpreted in entire 
accordance With the poetic vein which runs 
through the verse. Mlle. Colombier rendered 
efficient aid as Sylvia. She isthe best actress 
of the troupe and has both power and force. 
„Le Sphinx’’ followed. As Blanche de 
Chelles Bernhardt displayed thesame mastery 
of the details of her profession that she did in 
‘*Frou-Frou.’’ But the play itself, like 
Frou-Frou,“ makes no great — on the 
artiste’s powers, and it was not before the 
fourth and tinal net that Bern- 
hardt’s opportunity came. The scene 
with her friend Berthe de Savigny, the drink- 
ing of the fatal draught was intensely dra- 
matic. And then camea grand seene—the 
death. Blanche’s death was totally dissimilar 
from Gilberte’s. In the latter the death 
scene Wasnesthetic. There were no convul- 
sions, no spasms; it was the passing away of a 
broken heart. In Blanche the effeets of the 
powerful poison were illustrated with graphic 
vividness. The grasping at the throat, the 
rending of the dress, the struggle 
for utterance was marvelously realistic. 
Then when Blanche extended her arms the 
nervous motion of the fingers, the premoni- 
tory spasm through the fragile body, the 
sudden rigidity of the limbs, and the fall of 
death came as «revelation to the audience. 
The applause was long and enthusiastic. It 
Was a grand scene, and Bernhardt vindicated 
her reputation. To- night Camille.“ 

. SARAH'S ART RECEPTION. 

The art reception yesterday afternoon atthe 
galleries of Pettes & Leathe furnished an op- 
portunity to a select circle of St. Louis people 


to privately inspect the Bern- 
hardt collection of pictures and 
sculpture. Moreover it possessed an even 


greater attraction for the ladies, the great ar- 
liste herself lending her presence. About 
400 invitations had been issued, and the rooms 
were thronged with beauty, fashion and cul- 
ture; in fact the crowd was too great to ad- 
mit of a close inspection of the works of art. 
It Was a regular rush, and nearly two thou- 
sand people jammed the galleries. Bernhardt 
entered the gallery shortly after 3 o’clock, and 
she Was atonce surrounded by the gentler 
sex, Introductions were given to 
nearly - all present, who were 
honered with a cordial shake of the hand and 
a pleasant acknowledgment in the French 
tongue. ‘There were many distinguished rep- 
resentative men in the brilliant assembly, all 
of whom passed In turn before the divine ar- 
tiste with a bow and a few words of gracious 
recognition.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


A Discharged Emplove's Plan to Killa 
Saloon Keeper. 


It was not for want of intention that only 
one murder was recorded for St. Louis Tues- 
day night. Ben McCarthy, the saloon-keeper 
on North Sixth street, had aclose call. For 
some time past he has had in his employ a 
negro named Jumes Ross, who did odd jobs 
and acted as porter. Becoming dissatisfied

Tues- 
day evening the door of the saloon

It 
passed through a box of cigars and buried it- 
self in the wall. The would-be-assassin got 
out of the Way without any delay. Shortly 
afterwards Officers Henly and Gardner, who 
are doing detective work in citizens’ clothes, 
came along, and MeCarthy told what had 
happened. He said the negro was 
a desperate fellow and it would be death for 
one or the other of them unless he was run 
in. The officers started off at onee and after a 
search of five or six hours found Ross enjoy- 
ing himself ata ball at Turner Hall. He is 
behind the bars, and MeCarthy will prosecute 
for assault with intent to kill.

The Property in Wisconsin Brought to 
the Court’s Notice. 


E. W. Pattison, representing Receiver 
Clubb, of the Keokuk Northern Line Packet 
Company, applied to Judge Lindley this 
morning in (Circuit Court No. 4 for instruc- 


sions. Counsel stated that Peyton S. David- 
son, one of the defendants in 
the packet litigation had eaused 
some of the Company’s property at

JEFFERSON CITY. 


The Governor’s Reception—The Amend- 
ed Mott Bill—Capital Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, January 25.— The Legis- 
lature has accomplished little of importance 
to-day. Efforts delaying legislation have 
been put forth, and unless a certain spirit of 
rivalry existing between certain members of 
the House ceases, it will be impossible to ge- 
complish any work of importance. 

The receipt of invitations to the Governor’s 
reception by members, has excited some com- 
ment. In an interview with the Governor 
we learn that already fifteen hundred invita- 
tions have been sent out, and it will be neces- 
sary to issue five hundred more. A creat many 


have been issued to young men and 
ladies and (ov. Crittenden wishes it under- 
stood that When such is the case, the young 


gentlemen have the privilege of bringing any 
of their lady friends. 

The House spent the afternoon considering 
different bills of more or less importance. 


Among them was the Mott bill. whieh was 
amended and ordered to engrossment. As it 


pow stands, it reads as follows: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembv of the 
state of Missouri, as follows: 

Section 1. All benevolent and = charitable 
associations and societies, incorporated under 
the laws of this State, or of any other State or 
Territory of the United states, which - shall 
issue anv certificate to, or make any promise 
or agreement with, their members, whereby 
anv sum of money or benefit is to become due 
or pavable toits sick or disabled members, or 
on the decease of a member, solely from the 
proceeds of a<sessment or dues collected from 
the members thereof, shail not be deemed in- 
suranee companies, nor be subject to the ven- 
eral insurance laws of this State. 

sec, 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with this act are hereqy repealed. 

sec. 3. By reason of many doubts as tothe 
true meaning and intent of the present law, 
Which itis the object of this act to remove, in 
the opinion of the Genera] Assembly an emer- 
yenev exists Which requires that this act 
should go into immediate effect; therefore, be 
it also enacted that this act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its passage. 

This secnres its passage by the House. 

The Supreme Court to-day heard arguments 
in the case of the state ex. rel Wilson, respon- 
(lent vs. Rainey et al, appellants. Able argu- 
ments were made by Hon. M. T. C. Williams, 
of Kansas City, for respondent, aad Hon. C. 
W. Thrasher for appellant. The case is best 
Ziven in the language of the Journal this even- 
ing: What will the Supreme Court do witha 
judgment of the Supreme Court of the United 
States that conflicts with its own judgment. 
The railroad bonds of Greene county have been 


litigated in both the State and Fed- 
eral Courts. The State Couat has 
held them invalid. while the Federal 


courts have declared them valid. The case in 
the — habeas Court to-day arises ina suit by 
the collector to enforce the judgment of the 
United States Court against the county 
Greene for the payment of the bonds. Mr. 
Thrasher for the defendants, appeals to the 
Supreme Court of the State to refuse to en- 
foree a payment of a bond it has held to be il- 
legal and void. Mr. Williams, for plaintiff, 
— tothe court to vield to the ai mori 
of the courts of the United States, 
and not array itself again-tthem. The result 
will be awaited with almost breathless in- 
terest. 

The following is the full text of the bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Lanti-, of Saline, to-day: 

sec. I. Vacancies for non-attendance. If 
any Curator shall remove from the district in 
which he resided at the time of his appoint- 
ment, or shall neglect to attend any annual, 
semi-annual, or regularly called meeting of 
the Board, of which meeting he <hall have had 
due notice, his office shall become at once va- 


bunt, unless such absence shall be caused by 


sickness, or some accident preventing his ar- 
rival at the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the Board of Curators: and if a 
vacaney shall occur by death, resignation, or 
from any cause whatever, the Governor shall 
without delay, upon being informed of the 
fact by the Secretary of the Board of Cura- 
tors, fill such vacancy by appointment, and 
the person so appointed shall serve till the 
next regular meeting of the General Assem- 
bly, and until his sueceessor is duly appointed 
and «ualitied.
